“The Courier has just completed. a dis- 
charge of cargo in 8 new, and in this part 
of the world unprecedented, manner. Three 
hundred and fifty tons of goods, consigned 
from Yokohama and Hakodate to Viadivo- 
stock, and consisting chiefly of flour,-rico, 
and salt, have been discharged by an ice 
road from the ship te the shore, a distance 
of seven miles from tho land to the au- 
chorage. This is how it was effected: 
‘ Birst the ice was‘cut from the outer 
edge of the field -till sufficient thicknoss- 
was reached to support the weight of the 
cargo. Then anohors wera firmly imbedded 
In the frozen maas.one hundred feet distant 
from the ship, which was firmly secared to 
them with hawsers, Tho cargo was then 
loaded in sleds placed immediately along- 
side} and ben them it was conveyed to 
the city with the same facility as though it 
had beon landed on a wharf... The steamer 
moved out each evening to anchorage clear 
of the foe, moving in again the next morn- 
ing, when the operation of outting and at 
taching the vessel had to be repeated. The 
entire cargo waa landed in two and a halt 
days, the days being from 9 a.m, to 4.30

: Pera, Dec, 18th. 

+ I remember when, some three months 
ago, I quitted Plevna, the place had then 
been surrounded by the ony for ten days. 
‘As I caw Osman Pasha day after day during 
the terrible carnage of tho first two weeks 
of September, I remarked how correctly. he 
had foreseen every. contingency, even the. 
most remote, and. how. completely he had 
provided for every chanos of accident.. He 
‘was never surprised byany announcement 
of Russian movements; the field-glass he 
habitually carried was: lifted to his eyes as 
slowly when he was told that the Muscovites 
were.in force within 600 yards of his posi: 

tion as when they were still two mile 

away. ‘ The: pencil, which was almost in- 
variably ‘stuck under his fez, was moved no 
more rapidly. to: write an order-when the 
battle was raging at: its height, than when 
he was. seated in his tent sketching tho 
form of o now entrenchment. or redoubt, 
Inever saw him oxcited but twice : once 
when an aide-de-camp made a: mistake in 
delivering sn important order, and came 
back and said so, upon which Osman fired 
up, and with a gesture of anger shouted 
out to the frightened Iad ~~‘ Zoheo/”

an attack on the hill sbove the town, got’ 
away before tho irrogular cavalry could |’ 
oatch the fugitives.
